USE STANDARD LEASE 


“So far as leasing is concern— 
ed, my own personal advice, and 
that, I believe, of Dr. Jones, is. 
to go ahead and lease on the 
standard lease basis. If you can 
obtain a drilling obligation with- 
in a couple of years, of course 
that is fine, but very few smali 


| landowners can get such a 


clause in a field as completely 
Wadcat, like Coffee ‘county. A 
large landowner, with acreage 
running into‘the thousands, can 
of course demand and get spe- 
cial terms, but if the owner of 
a small farm simply veliuses to 
igase altogether, he nay block 
very useful development.

This is a legitimate business, 
and such men nave miierially 
hastened the d-velopment of 
some wildcat areas. 

“Some leases contain a cur- 
ious clause called the “Mother 
Hubbard” clause, which looks 
rather formidable. It seems to 
mean that ALL your property 
is under lease even when you 


lease only a small part of it- 
{isis clause has a reason for its 
existence, but it should be used 
With caution. I have advised 
several people with large con- 


| tiguous holdings, only puri of 
| Which were supposed to be leas- 


ed, to insist on the elimination 


'of this clause. 


“There are a lot of things to 
be considered in signing these 
leases, indeed volumes have 
been written on the subject 
but a large reputable company 
will usually deal fairly with the 
landowner. Mr. Duffy, whom I. 
have already mentioned, has an 
excellent reputation, both with 
the landowners and the com- 
panies.”
